Thousands of farm houses have 
piazzas upon the sunny side that 
•might ibe utilized for both pleasure and 
profit in the winter. Such utilization, 
moreover, would entail no great ex¬ 
pense outside of the small amount of 
home carpentering that would bo re¬ 
quired. There are two or three points 
to be considered when making a plan-t 
room of a piazza. First, as to floors. 
The ordinary piazza has no tight 
underpinning to keep out the cold. 
Usually it has only lattice work, while 
the floor, also. Is usually more or less 
open. It would be no great trouble to 
lay a new matched floor over the few 
feet of space to be occupied by the 
plant room. Then cover the lattice 
work around the base of the piazza 
with heavy, resin-sized or tarred build¬ 
ing paper, tacking it tightly and bank 
with evergreen brush. Now. as to the 
outer walls. The greater part must 
of course, be of glass, but It Is not ad¬ 
visable to have tho sash extend to the 
floor. From the piazza rail down let 
tho wall be of matched boarding. 
Along the front this should be screw¬ 
ed to the Inside of the rail. Sash to 
fit any opening can now be bought 
very cheap. It Is desirable that com¬ 
munication with this plant room be 
from a living loom rather than by 
hall door, so It may be found desirable 
to cut down a window and make 
door of It. This will obviate the neces¬ 
sity of having a door in the outside 
temiporary petitions. ^ 

The heating of such a plant room 
can be done In a number of ways, but

Workmen us Contractors. 

A system of public work that has 
much to commend It Is that of “Co¬ 
operative Contract," In vogue in New 
Zealand. Under that system a public 
work is divided Into small sections by 
the engineer In charge, and an* esti¬ 
mate is made of Its e-o«t. Each section 
is then let out to a group of workmen, 
who do tho work under a foreman- of 
their own choosing, but who receives 
no more than his fellows. They obtain, 
tho full profit which would otherwise 
go to professional contractor* and 
they share the payment equally. 

Each worker is Interested in seeing 
that his companion# do their full 
amount of work, and tho sooner tho 
Job Is performed the greater the re¬ 
turn for a day's work. If any tools 
aro needed which the men do not own, 
the Government supplies them, at a 
moderate rental. Tho adoption of this 
system should provide a method where¬ 
by direct employment by the Govern¬ 
ment would bo consistent with a full 
return for the money expended* giving 
to the community an advantage In tho 
economical execution, of public enter¬ 
prise# equal to that enjoyed by private 
employers.—Review of Review*

Ottawa March, 3rd, 1897.—It goes 
without saying that the all-absorbing 
topie at the Capital, just now la the 
new Liberal tariff. It le safe to 
assume that the tariff resolutions, as a 
whole, have been received with un 
bounded aatisfaotlonby Liberals every¬ 
where, as well also have they proved 
pleasing to multitudes of Conserva¬ 
tives throughout the Dominion. In 
some particular feature or item, of 
oourse, there doubtless will be ex' 
perionced more or lees disappointment 
In proportion as oertaln sections of 
tbs country may be effected by the 
bearing which such feature or item 
may exert upon them. Take, for 
instance, the tax upon bitumlnooa 
cool and the posaibility of its inoraase. 
In Nova Scotia and British Columbia, 
the relation of the duty upon this 
article brings to these particular 
sections the most profound satisfac 
tion, while in Ontario the fact cannot 
fail to cxcito a considerable degree of 
dissatisfaction until the motive and 
wisdom of the retention of the coal 
duty at its present high scale becomes 
apparent. It has been retained princi¬ 
pally because of the evident determin¬ 
ation of the tariff makers of the United 
States to prevent Canada from doing 
any profitable trade there in the lice 
of bituminous coals. By the opera¬ 
tion of the Dingley Bill, as reported 
up to the United States Senate by the 
Uouse of Representatives, Nova Scotia 
cool is threatened with total exclusion 
from the American market. A few 
years ago, a wealthy syndicate of 
Boston, Mass., at whose head is the 
multi-millionaire, H. M. Whitney, 
acquired the principal coal mines of 
Nova Scotia, in Cape Breton county. 
Through Mr. Whitney’s energy and 
executive ability, and by the expendi- 
ureofsomo three millions in mining 
improvements and transportation facil¬ 
ities his Company was able to raise 
coal and place it upon the New 
England markets at a figure which 
could successfully compete with that 
of the Amorican article. This condi¬ 
tion of things naturally excited the 
jealousy of the American coal-ovyuor, 
and resulted in the Dingley bill em¬ 
bodying a provision for increasing the 
duty on bituminous coals from 40 
cents to 75 cents per ton. As a matter 
of self-defence then it becomes neces¬ 
sary for Canada to repel the attack of 
the American and with what better 
weapon than that of his owu fashion¬ 
ing. To this end the government lies 
declared its policy in respect to the 
coal duties. The whole situation is 
aused by the ill-disguised hostility of

There is no anthracite 
in Nova Scotia, or anywhere else in 
the older provinces, neither is there 
any in the great North-West or 
British Columbia. To tax this article 
then would simply increase the cost 
of fuel in a cold country without 
benefiting any natural industry.

excess ot smuggling across inu uurucr 
from Canada to the United States that 
that country would bo unable to suc¬ 
cessfully cope with it. Under such 
conditions for the United States to 
continue in its refusal to accept re¬ 
ciprocity would simply be maintaining 
a policy in every sense inimical to the 
country’s interests. The establishing 
of reciprocity bet ween tho two countries 
seems now to be brought within the 
range of a not far distant probability. 

In England tho preferential feature 
of tho Liberal tariff has excited from 
all quartors tho liveliest expressions of 
approbation and pleasure. The 
genuine and hearty outburst of unani¬ 
mous approval in the mother land is 
a glowing tribute not only to the 
loyalty displayed by the Liberal party, 
but also to the wis'dom and sagacity 
of tho Administration which has dis¬ 
placed the Tupper incapables of yester¬ 
day. England announces her pride in 
her Canadian, offspring as she greets 
tho Liberal differential tariff with 
such emphatic expressions of affection 
through tho columns of her press all 
over tho kingdom. Kipling heralds it 
in appropriate verse, and Sir Charles 
E. II. Vincent hails it on the iloor of 
the British Parliament by notice of a 
resolution expresssing Great Britain’s 
grateful and fraternal recognition to 
the Government and people of Canada. 
As tho days pass by bringing other 
mead of praise of tho new Liberal 
tariff and its loyal sentiment embodied 
in its declaration of preferential trade 
with tho Mother Country, is it to be 
wondered at that Tories groat and 
Tories small are dumb with amaze. 
Like a bolt from the clear blue has 
come the condemnation of their past 
policy and methods, — their falsity 
unmasked, and with one sweep of 
Liberal patriotism the disloyal barrier 
for eighteen years maintained against 
Great Britain by them, is levelled, and 
the nation rejoices. 

Another commendable feature in the 
tariff is the adoption of tho ad valorem 
rate in place of the bad principle of 
specific duties. The taxing or imports 
in proportion to their value, or ad 
valorem, is a principle which falls 
proportionately on the rich. The 
specific principle, that at taxing goods 
in proportion to their weight, falls out 
of all proportion on the poor consumer, 
who has to purchase as many clothes 
aud as much food as the rich man. 
The correct thing is to tax the luxury 
and the burden then fulls upon that 
class of consumer wbo can best afford 
to bear it. 

As to the tariff itself, it is like all 
other tariffs — a matter of detail, 
requiring investigation of all its parts 
to be rightly understood duel ap 
predated. The salient features of it 
might with some profit bo referred to 
in my letters during the progress of 
the debate in Parliament. It is the 
plan now, 1 believe, of -the Opposition 
not to offer an amendment to the tariff 
as a whole measure, but to combat it, 
as best they may, in detail when in 
committee of the House. As usual tbe 
Opposition was not a unit on the 
question. Tho unhappy family still 
labors under its internal dissensions, 
and if one may bo permitted to judge 
from the results of' the last Tory 
caucus, there is a campaign of inter¬ 
necine warfare still being carried 
on in tbe ranks of tho visibly lessening 
Opposition in Parliament. Recent 
events in Nova Scotia, and elsewhere, 
make the fact most convincingly ap¬ 
parent that Tupperism is a thing of the 
past, and a very hateful memory. The 
arrogance of the Tupper dynasty has 
worked bis own downfall, and com¬ 
pletely wrecked the once great Conser¬ 
vative party of Canada. That party 
must now build upon a new foundation, 
and on stepping stones of its dead past 
it may perhaps rise' to higher and 
better things. This fs not a fanciful 
picture, for it is painted by one of the 
most prominent Conservatives in this 
c!tv. and one who. at the lost general

THE NASTURTIUM JOINS THE VEGE¬ 
TABLE AND FLOWER GARDENS. 


A Showy Garden Flower That I* Like¬ 
wise of Great Usefulness -Something 
of II* llublts-Thu boil It Prefers— 
Method of Culture. 

Nasturtium Is the popular name of 
the genus Tropaeolura, and is one of 
the many exceedingly useful yet sadly 
neglected old garden favorites, says 
The Orange Judd Farmer. We cannot 
see why it should not bo more gen¬ 
erally cultivated, unless it is that so 
much real beauty can be obtained at 
so little cost, the general impression 
being that anything to be valuable 
must be expensive. Within a few 
years a new Impulse has been given 
to the cultivation of this flower by the 
production rf new varieties, the result 
of cross-fertilization, and by making 
It fashionable. There are two distinct

classes admirably adapted to garden 
cultivation, viz., the trill or climbing, 
and the dwarf. The tail growing sort, 
or T majtis. is among our most useful 
garden plants, forming a connecting 
link between the vegetable and the 
flower garden, making the former 
beautiful and the littt* r useful. We 
scarcely know whether to value them 
more highly for their young fruits, so 
valuable for picking, or for their flow¬ 
ers. which give to the garden a wealth 
of bloom, with the most gorgeous 
colors and spicy perfume. 

While they are among the most 
showy of garden flowers, they are not 
fastidious In their habits, succeeding 
well everywhere almost, and under all 
circumstances; besides, there is no 
place where they do not appear well, 
and in which they will net thrive. As 
a rule, they do best in a poor soil, at 
least they are credited \\h!i that 
peculiarity, but from our observation 
of their habits we are Inclined to think 
they enjoy goml treatment quite as 
much ns any Other flower, and will as 
amply repay all the* attention given 
them. We have noticed nasturtiums 
trained on a arbor more than six feet 
high, with wire netting for support. 
The plants completely covered the sur¬ 
face and would, seemingly, grow 
much higher If a v-nltaio- support had 


of July until killed by frost. These 
plants were In a very rich and moist 
•oil. 

But the usefulness of this plant does 
not end here; cuttings or branches in 
full flower placed In a vase of water 
will take root freely, after which they 
can be potted In five-inch pots, or in 
fruit cans filled with rich soil, and if 
givent plenty of sunlight, will flower 
all witter. For all purposes we prefer 
the tattj rather than the dwarf sorts: 
they flower more freely, are richer in 
foliage and produce more fruit c 
sc«.ds. These can he trained anywhere 
and kept fn place ns border plants by 
pinning the branches down.

This Indeed, seemed ‘perfection 
perfected,' and we only wondered that 
there was not a fan attachmnt to keep 
the fries off. 

"Now, even that paragon of progres. 
slon has been relegated to the rear by 
a raker and loader, which Is attached 
to the rear of the hay wagon, which 
rakes the ground clean and deposits 
the hav on the wagon all ready for the 
horse fork, which, with two or three 
grabs,• deposits the whole load in the 
bam or rick. The crack farm laborer 
of my day. who prided himself on be¬ 
ing able to take the last rakeful off 
the ‘cradle’ as it was swung around 
with a rythmic 'swish' by the man 
who was cutting the grain, and thus 
keep up' with him In binding the 
sheaves, now stands aghast at the self- 
binding reaper, which throws the per¬ 
fectly-bound sheaves away from Its 
path, -and greedily reaches for more 
with a nonchalance that Is wonderful. 

"The Inventor, too, has taken a won¬ 
derful load off from the ‘women folks.* 
Churning day used to be looked for¬ 
ward to with a sort of dread, especial¬ 
ly In hot weather, as It -was often so 
difficult to make the butter ‘come’ Just 
right—probably from an Imperfect 
knowledge of the temperature required, 
etc. Now my son takes all the milk 
to the creamery, where It Is pul Into a 
centrifugal ‘separator,’ and the butter 
Uterally ’whipped’ out of It in a few 
minutes; and Instead of waiting for 
the butter-buyer to come along ir. the 
fall and run his ateel tryer down to 
the bottom of the tubs and firkins be¬ 
fore making an offer, we receive a 
regular monthly dividend from the 
creamery, which amounts to a little 
more than formerly, and all the work 
taken away from the house." 

Our fnend well illustrates a portion 
of what the Inventor has done In his 
line of labor, and It Is but the retlex 
of the steady advancement In methods 
in all lines of Industry- While the 
•ubleot Is practically Inexhaustible, the 
thought occurs that with so many 
mechanical aids brought to bear In"the 
performance of what has heretofore 
been considered the moat Irksome 
classes of labor, that It leaves the 
young man or woman of to days so 
much more time for recreation and im¬ 
provement, which. If properly utilized, 
can but result In enlarged comprehen¬ 
sion and better realization of the re¬ 
sponsibilities w'hlch, properly met, will 
fit them to perform Justly, wisely and 
magnanimously all the offices of life, 
both public and private.

Simplicity in Fumigation. 

Wood-alcohol lamps constitute a new 
inventions for disinfection which has 
been adopted by the Boston Board of 
Health, and which not only do I he 
work without causing ail the incon¬ 
venience of sulphur, but also much 
quicker and better. The active agent 
is formaldehyde gas which is manu¬ 
factured in a very simple stove or 
lamp. These wood-alcohol lamps, now 
in uso In Boston, which Is one of the 
first to adopt them, look like very sim¬ 
ple contrivances. Each consists of three 
sections. The base looks like a large 
milk pan, and is made of tin. The 
vsecond section Is of sheet Iron, about 
two feet long and twelve Inches in dia¬ 
meter. This fits over the first section 
in much the same manner as a chim¬ 
ney is fitted to a stove. A few inches 
from one end of this second section 
is a fine wire screen to check the flame 
of the burning alcohol. About ten 
inches above this screen is a second 
screen, coarser than the first, and 
made of asgestos soaked In platinum. 
The action of the alcohol on this plati¬ 
nized asbestos produces the gas. 

JJnder this new arrangement the of¬ 
ficer amvos with his stoves or lamps 
as they are called. pjgpes them in posi¬ 
tion, touches a match to the qlpphol, 
a quart of which does the work of six 
pounds of sulphur, and in about three 
flours the work is done In a quicker, 
safer, more economical and more thor¬ 
ough manner u*a*i ;ya* possible under 
the old system. The formaldehyde gas 
will penetrate the woodwork and the 
avails to an extent Impossible with sub 
phur. Jt does no damage, however. 
It will not Injure anything In the ho<u»e 
except the germs which It is intended 
to kill. It has a slight effect on iron 
find steel, and on fabrics which are 
dyed a certain shade of violet or red. 
About tbtvty pf these lamps are now 
in use by the Health Department. 
They have passed the experimental 
stage. They are pronounced entirely 
euxxpesfuJ.__

titles, most of which are catalogued 
by seedsmen generally. One of 
the most remarkable of these 
novelties is Aurora, a life-size illustra¬ 
tion of which is presented herewith. A 
first-class certificate was awarded to 
It by the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society last year. Its flowers are of 
gigantic size, of rich, salmon pink 
8 t,rlpc on a rich ground. The vines 
are vigorous In growth, and bloom 
profusely. 

But great and astounding as has 
been the evolution' of the sweet pea 
flower, from the specialist florist’s 
standpoint of view, this Is not of near¬ 
ly the Importance to the amateur gar¬ 
dener as are the new methods of cul¬ 
tivation. "Plant deep"—certainly not 
less than six Inches—was the Inexor¬ 
able law' laid down by all authorities 
of high and low degree ; and those of 
us who followed the advice and yet 
failed to secure success attributed 
our failures to every Imaginable cause 
except the real one—too deep planting. 
But now hope springs up In the heart 
of many a disappointed and discour¬ 
aged Bower lover, when so skillful and 
experienced a specialist as the Rev. 
W. T. Hutchins boldly announces : 
"We must abandon the trench method 
of. planting sweet peas. TJie trench 
method was used to secure deep plant¬ 
ing, and the substitute for deep plant¬ 
ing is firming the soil. Since the 
trench method apparently causes the 
blight, we must stop It. Sweet peas 
do best in a hMVjr soil, and you can 
get very neafiy the same effect, If 
your soil is light, by firming It. Plant 
If possible, in your vegetable garden, 
where the roll has been deepened and 
enriched In past seasons. And If 
where your row comes it has been new¬ 
ly spaded, tread it down considerably 
before planting. This treading will 
hollow out the place for your row 
about right—and it will thus collect 
moisture, and by its compactness will 
hold It. In this hollow, scratch the 
lines for your seed. When the seeds 
come up. do not fill In any earth about 
them, at least for six weeks. Every 
time you hoe, firm the ground com¬ 
pactly about them, and don’t let 
mosses loosen It up. Vines that come 
up In tne well-trod path do not have 
the blight. This method applies in 
light soli, In which the blight is trou¬ 
blesome. In the case of heavy soli 
It settles soon of itself, and the surface 
of It must be kept of course from bak¬ 
ing. In either case, after the buds 
begin to appear, put on a light mulch¬ 
ing to shade the ground.” 

Such a radical reversion of all pre¬ 
vious practices, as recommended by 
Rev. Hutchins, has rarely been at¬ 
tempted in any line of horticulture, yet 
when we recall to mind some of our 
own experiences with sweet peas, we 
feel con*i|«ced that th£ method recom¬ 
mended Is the pnly true and rational 
one.

The New Hanging Divans and Simla 
Hammocks That Have Found Their 
Way Into the Houses of the Luxury- 
Loving People in This Country* 

(Special Correspondence.) 

New York, (Special.)—A novel and 
effective piece of furniture that 1* 
finding Us way into all wmart houses 
la what In India is called a hanging 
oivan, and Is an expensive ae It is 
luxurious.

bay, Calcutta or Delhi, and the moA 
gorgeous of those so far brought Vi 
Uhib country have cost their owners, 
When hung In order for use. all of $60(i 
The seat itself Is about four and one- 
half feet square. The w ood platform 1* 
nearly five Ipches thick, piget richly 
varnished or lacquered and Inlaid with 
mother of pearl. Four quaint and 
ponderous chains fixed in the ceiling, 
wrought entirely of brass, and the links 
representing apes and elephants, hook¬ 
ed together by trunks and taMe, sus¬ 
pend the seat about twenty- six wv 



camels’ hair In splendid 
Persian arabesques with a heavy fringe 
along the edges and cost at least $150. 
These arc not suspended between 
walls, but are attached to two carved 
upright*, fastened to the floor and are 
held out by stretchers In the form of 
light brass bows, to which are attach¬ 
ed rows of quaint little bells. As many 
as three persons can lb easily at full 
length straight across such a ham¬ 
mock. their heads burled in downy 
linen covered pillows and the bells 
faintly tinkling out a sort of elfland 
music. 

Less expensive hammocks are woven 
of flax, but not fn the wide mesh of 
those we get from Mexico and the 
great width of these Simla cradles goes 
to make of them a bed that fairly defies 
wakefulness. One of these hammocks, 
brought over for a country house in 
the Berk shires, Is to be hung in the 
cool, dusky corner of a wide hallway, 
and over it in true East India fashion 
a great fan of silk, stretched on a 
bamboo frame, hung. Then, on the 
hottest of days and when prone among 
the pillows, a weary Individual, by 
grasping the silk cord hanging from 
the fan, will be able to keep the ham¬ 
mock gently swaying, the* bells tink¬ 
ling. the air above stirring and all with 
a minimum of effort.

The remainder of the room has been 
decorated In accurate accord with one 
piece of furniture, even to the celling, 
fretted In gilt and white, to the carv¬ 
ed wood and stained glass screens, 
where tho glazed saehes were, and

She procured for the overworked 
and underpaid match girls such r» 
forms in their work and wages as inn 
terially Improved their condition. It 
was due mainly to her agitation that 
John Burns was given a seat in Par 
liament, and under her guidance the 
Working people of London were or¬ 
ganized. with the result that many Im 
provements In their social condition 
followed. During this period of her 
labor she stood one night at the head 
of an army of workingmen In Trafal¬ 
gar square and when h regiment of 
soldiers charged upon her force with 
fixed bayonets, she stood her ground, 
remarking they had a r ight to be there. 
Her bravery won for her the admira¬ 
tion of all England. 

After this Mrs. Besar.t became the 
pupil of Huxley, and under his tutor¬ 
ship studied science anti philosophy. 
She first visited this country In March, 
1891, and delivered several lectures. In 
1893 she made her second visit ns a de¬ 
legate of the theosophlsts In the -on- 
gross of religions at the World’s Fair, 
Her present visit I* for the purpose 
of delivering a ierlo.-c of lectures In 
tho leading titles of the country.

A Smashup on the G. T. R. 

An error of judgment, or a moments 
carelessness on Saturday forenoon entailed 
a loss of many thousands of dollars to the 
Grand Trunk Railway, tied up both tracks 
for two hours, and delayed and disorganized 
freight traffic throughout tbe day, It ail 
came about by the driver of a west bound 
freight train neglecting to get bis engine 
well under control bofure starting down 
the grade leading to the Napanee station. 
The accident occnrred about 11.80 a.m. 
A wayfreight had run out on the main 
line to shunt. The semaphore was up and 
no damage was apprehended from approach¬ 
ing trains. A west bound through loco¬ 
motive came lumbering along dragging ite 
train of thirty-six freight cars. The grade 
was reached apparently before tbe engineer 
noticed that the semaphore was up against 
him All too late tbe order for brakes wait 
given, as their application failed to check 
the impetus of the heavy train and it sped 
past the semaphore and dashed against the 
engine of the way freight with great force. 
The light engino of the way-freight was 
badly damaged, tho caboose telescoped over 
the boiler at.d the tender sadly demoralized. 
The freight cars attached to it broke from 
tho couplings and rebounded fully one 
hundred feet. They were ail more or lees 
damaged. When the driver on tbe went 
bound train became cognisant of tbe fact 
that he could not check his train he 
whistled wildly to the way freight to clear 
tiie track. Either the driver of the engine 
failed to comprehend the significance of the 
signals or was of the opinion that he could 
not clear in time to save himself. Ht 
brought his engine to a standstill and with 
the fireman stepped from the caboose before 
the collision occurred, the driver, tbe fire 
man and the brakesman on the west bound 
also leaped from their train, before the 
smash. The antics of the heavy cars, thus 
abruptly brought to a standstill were funuy 
in the extreme. The principal damage 
took place about the centre of the train. 
Three empty oil cars, a car loaded with 
empty beer kegs, and a fat fellow loaded 
with old rags, went cavorting heavenward. 
Tho oil tanks descended on one side of the 
bank, tfie two box cars turned a complete 
somersault and landed on their backs, so to 
speak, on the other side, while tbe trucks 
took a Hying leap into the ditch. About an 
hour after the accident the wrecking train 
arrived from Belleville and soon had one 
track clear. The mail train was only 
delayed two hours and the express one 
hour by the collision. By 2 p.m. on Sun 
day both tracks were clear and very few 
vestiges of the wreck loft in sight. The 
damages are estimated at from eight to ten 
thousand dollars and are looked upon as 
extremely light considering the nature of 
the accident.

Cooking Small FLIi, 

In Tho Lodlea Home Journal Mrs. 
B. T. Rorer, In telling how to fry the 
email fish, quotes the old saying: 
“Small fish should swim twice—once in 
water and once In oil.” “Smelts, trout, 
■whitebait, perch and catfish." she 
sayx, “are, perhaps, mote palatable 
fried than broiled. Small fish may be* 
stripped—that is, the intestines may be 
pushed out under the gills, so that the 
fish may retain their shape. Wash and 
dry, then <Jbst with salt and pepper, 
dip In egg and roll In breadcrumlw, or 
they may be rolled In cornmeal. Have 
ready a good-sized pan with sufficient 
oil to cover. Put tho fish in a frying 
basket. then Into the oil at a tempera¬ 
ture of 360 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
cook for about five minutes. Drain on 
brown paper and serve. Where a small 
quantity of fat is used, and the fish 
cooked on one side and then turned 
and cooked on the other, tho method is 
really net frying—it is sauterlng; the 
result Is much more indigestible than 
real frying. Catfish are frequently 
fried In this way without being dip¬ 
ped in crumbs. Sunfish may be rolled 
In flour or oornmoal and carefully fried 
In dripping, oil or lard. A mixture of 
dripping and lard makes a better fry¬ 
ing material than lard alone. A pure 
vegetable oil Is freer from danger of 
din asi germs than either. Never use 
blitter for frying fish; It bolls at u. 
low temperature, consequently burns 
quickly; the butyric acid softens tha 
filar of the fish, destroys the flavor, 
and causes It to become soft as soon aa 
taken from the pan.”
